With what sensations I look 
around me may be imagined, but cannot be 
described. But before speaking of matters 
and things here, let me say a few words 
more in reference to subjects and places 
touched on in my last letter.

Florence, and has established a church. I 
am sorry to say, however, that the ill- 
health of his wife compels him to leave this 
interesting field; and he will return to the 
United States in a few weeks, and be succeed- 
ed by Rev. Mr. Van Nest.

The beauty of the situation of Florence 

has not been exaggerated. I can. conceive 
of nothing more delightful. Itstands in the 
midst of a broad basin, not far from the 
Appenines, and on such elevated ground as 
not to be intensely hot, and yet in such a 
latitude as not to be cold atany time. The 
river Arno flows through it, and fs.spanned 
by several bridges, two of which are “sus- 
pension” and others are old, witb shops on 
each side of the passage-way, presenting 
curious appearance.

‘Tam May Anntversaries have had their 
‘Youal varying success—some drawing large 
. gudiences, others small—the differences, in 
most cases, being due quite as much to the 
popularity of the speakers as to the claims 
of the societies. 4 

Our readers will find in another por- 
tion # succint statement of these anniver- 
gary proceedings. They will also find 
that, in accordance with our usual custom, 
we have reported the Congregational Fes- 
tival in detail. 

This Re-union was held at Plymouth 
church in Brooklyn—rather an inhospita- 
blo place just at present, because that well- 
fxvored building is like a parlor not “ put to 
tights.” The pine-board screen which en- 
@loses the skeleton of the new organ looks 
gs if a barn had been brought into the 
church. The object of the meeting was to 
raise money for the building of a Congrega- 
tional church in Washington, and a draw- 
ing of the proposed structure was exhibited 
€o the audience, Gov. Buckingham, as pre- 
siding officer, was received with a welcome 
which testified the good-will of the people 
of Brooklyn toward a man who had seven 
times governed Connecticut. This applause 
will be repeated by the whole country 
when, a year or two hence, the Governor 
shall succeed to the seat of Mr. Dixon in the 
United States Senate. The Rey. Dr. Boyn- 
ton, the pastor of the congregation for whom 
the new church is to be built, and Major- 
Gen. Howard, one of the members of that 
congregation, were the chief speakers of the 
evening. The one-armed general was sa- 
luted with such a sudden storm of brass 
music and such a cloud of white handker- 
chiefs as beautifully proved that this nation 
has a woman's love for its military heroes. 
Mr. Beecher, that most accomplished of beg- 
gars, performed the operation of blood-let- 
ting in so easy a way that the people who 
emptied their pocket-books said inwardly, 
as Tom Moore sang, 

“If this is ruin, then undo me," 
The collection amounted to about Six Thou- 
eand Dollars—admirable ! 

The American Bible Society had av im- 
mense meeting in the Academy of Music— 
the fiftieth anniversary, or (if our readers 
prefer Latin terms) the Semi-Centennial. 
‘We have, somehow, had more interest in the 
Bible than in the Bible Society. But we 
heartily rejoice that this conservative insti- 
tution is feeling the quickening impulses of 
the advancing age.

‘Wedo not know how President Johnson 
may regard these exuberances of his fellow- 
citizens of Tennessee. He may think that 
such men are fit to be trusted with the pro- 
tection of the emancipated blacks and with 
an important share of the government of the: 
whole country. But we apprehend that the 
great mass of the thinking public at the 
North will be of the opinion that a moderate 
probation of such men can not be injurious 
to the generalinterests, unless their influence 
can be counteracted by that of the only class 
at the South of whose loyalty there can be 
no question, and those on whose counte- 
nances it is written in characters that neither 
friend nor foe can misunderstand.

Jefferson Davis has been indicted for 
treason by the Grand Jury of the United States 
District Court for Virginia, lately held at Nor- 
folk, Judge Underwood presiding. The charge 
delivered by the judge urged upon the jury the 
duty of bringing the leaders of the great rebel- 
lion to trial for their crimes; and, so far at 
least as the President of the Confederacy, and 
one other eminent rebel leader are concerned, 
they acted promptly upon his advice, finding a 
“true bill.” The grand jurors were all Vir- 
ginians, and many of them have suffered in 
person and property at the hands of the rebel 
leaders, Five of the jurors were imprisoned 
in Castle Thunder during the rebellion, forre- 
fusing to subscribe allegiance to the rebel 
usurpation. As might be expected, these gen- 
tlemen belong to that class known as “‘South- 
ern radicals.” The statement that the foreman 
of the jury, Mr. J. Gillingham, refused to serve 
after listening to the charge of Judge Under- 
wood, is entirely incorrect. Mr. Gillingham, 
who belongs to the Society of Friends, stated 
that he had never acted in that position before, 
and did not like to assume it, lest he should be 
unequal to the fask. But he agreed entirely 
with the views presented in Judge Underwood's 
charge. After some explanation as to the na- 
ture of his duties, Mr. Gillingham consented ta 
act as foreman, and signed the bill of indict- 
ment on behalf of the Grand Jury. The docu- 
ment has been forwarded to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States, and there is a rumor 
to the effect that Davis will he arraigned before 
Chief Justice Chase for trial wifhin a few 
weeks.

thence called burgesses. Since the Reform 
Bill of 1832, the qualification for the eounty 
vote has been to livein a house worth $250 
& year ; and for the borough-vote, to live in a 
house worth $50a year. The essence of the 
new bill isa reduction of this qualification, 
in the former case to $70 and in the latter to 
$85; thereby increasing the number of 
voters in England and Wales by about 400,- 
000. The case of Scotland and Treland, 
where the conditions of voting are different, 
‘was left for future consideration. To judge 
more intelligently of the bearings of the new 
Dill, it is necessary to remember that the 
adult male population of England and 
Wales is five and a half millions ; that of
